NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948-1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave 
chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infim  or  physically  incapacitated, 
are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to 
thenselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention,  the  local  authority  nay  apply  to  a  court  of  summary 
jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  renove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

Section  50 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to 
arrange  for  the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area, 
if  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being 
made. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  of 
these  Sections  during  the  year.

the  local  Chest  Clinic  on  actual  contacts  to  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  the  vaccination 
oi  new-born  babies  at  some  natemity  hospitals  in  Manchester,  the  parents  of  school 
cnildren  of  the  12  -  13  years  age  group  in  the  area  are  offered  this  fom  of  protective 

reatment.  The  response  to  date  on  the  part  of  the  parents  to  take  advantage  of  this 
protection  for  their  children  has  been  good.

(3)  diffitheria/whoopimg  cough/tetanus  DMJNISaTIOH 

The  immunisation  rate  for  Diphtheria  can  only  be  considered  satisfactory 
when  75-80^  of  the  child  population  is  adequately  protected.  u Adequately 
protected"  implies  imunisation  during  the  first  twelve  months  of  life,  with 
booster  injections  at  school  entry  and  again  at  eight  to  nine  years. 

In  the  Mid-Cheshire  Division  it  would  appear  that  parents  on  the  whole 
are  not  having  their  children  immunised  early  enough  and,  in  addition,  only  a 
snail  proportion  are  making  arrangements  for  their  children  to  receive  a  booster 
injection.  The  Divisional  Health  Committee  is  taking  steps  to  improve  the 
situation  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents  will  do  everything  in  their  power  to 
secure  a  satisfactory  imunisation  rate  for  the  area.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Mid  &  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board 
who  have  carried  out  during  the  year  various  mains  extensions  to  serve  new 
development  both  on  Council  Housing  Estates  and  Private  Estates.  Details  of 
the  number  of  dwellings  and  population  supplied  with  mains  water,  either  direct 
or  by  means  of  a  standpipe,  are  included  in  the  Appendix  attached  to  this  report. 

The  Water  Board  has  sent  for  information  copies  of  the  Analyst* s  reports  on 
83  samples  of  water  taken  in  the  Northwich  Rural  District.  All  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  one.  Further  re-sanpling  of  the  supply  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  the  Public  Health  Department  took  11  samples  of  water  during 
the  year  and  submitted  them  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  following  statement,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.B.  Birtwistle, 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  sets  out  in  some  detail  the  main 
drainage  schemes  of  the  Council  during  1962:- 

11  Ac  ton  -  The  Council  received  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  to  proceed  with  this  scheme  and  tenders  were  invited  and  the  work 
started  during  the  cour  e  of  the  year.  It  will  be  completed  by  mid  1963* 

Bostock  -  During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Council  considered  the 
possibility  of  providing  main  sewerage  for  the  Bostock  Green  area  and  finally 
agreed  on  a  scheme  which  will  connect  the  system  to  the  Mereheath  Pumping  Station. 
It  will  be  expected  that  this  scheme  will  be  carried  out  during  1963. 

Comberbach  -  An  investigation  into  this  scheme  was  carried  out  by  the 
Ministry  and  this  resulted  in  the  Ministry  suggesting  that  the  adjoining  Authority, 
Runcorn  Rural  Council,  should  join  in  the  scheme  to  provide  for  main  drainage 
f a.cilities  to  the  Gib  Hill  area.  The  Council  also  reconsidered  the  proposal 
in  the  light  of  considerable  interest  in  Housing  development  in  the  Comberbach 
area,  and  this  has  caused  it  to  be  necessary  to  amend  the  works  plans.  It  is 
expected  that  the  revised  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  towards  the 
middle  of  1963. 

Cuddington  -  The  Council  considered  a  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Cuddington  and  noted  that  they  were  now  overloaded  and  it  was 
agreed  that  a  scheme  be  prepared  for  the  enlargement  of  the  works  to  proceed  in 
part  during  1963. 
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Delamere  -  Western  Area  -  This  is  to  be  a  joint  scheme  with  the  Tarvin 
Council  and  the  Ministry  held  an  Inquiry  in  1962  ,  and  authorised  the  invitation 
of  tenders.  Actual  constructional  work  will  proceed  early  in  1963. 

Hartford  -  The  Council  considered  the  overloading  of  the  Hartford  Sewage 
Works  and  called  for  a  report  as  to  the  best  way  of  dealing  with  the  problem  of 
sludge  disposal  from  Hartford  and  other  Works.  The  resulting  report  ultimately 
submitted  covered  a  joint  scheme  to  serve  Rudheath,  Davenham  and  Hartford. 
Informal  discussionshave  taken  place  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  other  interested  Departments  and  a  scheme  is  now  in  preparation 
providing  for  the  Davenham  Works  to  be  re-designed  to  serve  Davenham,  Rudheath 
and  Hartford.  The  new  Works  will  incorporate  a  hot  sludge  digestion  plant  and 
the  two  old  Works  in  Hartford  and  Davenham  will  deal  with  storm  water  only. 

Lach  Dennis  -  Ministry  approval  was  received  at  the  end  of  1961,  and  the 
whole  of  the  works  was  completed  during  1962.  This  scheme  provides  for  the 
pumping  of  the  sewage  collected  on  The  Green  at  Lach  Dennis,  to  the  Sewerage 
system  at  Los took  Green. 

Little  Budworth  -  The  design  of  this  scheme  was  finalised  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  but  its  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Govemment  was  held  up  because  of  difficulty  regarding  the  variation  of  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  site  because  the  farm  was  the  subject  of  a  sale. 

Rudheath  -  The  Council  considered  a  report  on  the  condition  of  this 
works  which  is  overworked  and  the  action  taken  is  as  referred  to  in  the  report 
cn  Hartford. 

Rush ton  -  The  Eaton  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
this  has  provided  main  sewerage  for  the  existing  properties  and  a  number  of 
sites  in  the  village  which  are  available  for  development. 

Sproston  -  Work  on  the  design  of  this  scheme  was  proceeded  with  but  did 
not  reach  completion  during  the  year  and  it  will  be  submitted  to  the  Mnistiy 
in  the  first  part  of  1963. 

Utkin  ten-  Quarry  Bank  area  -  The  extensions  both  to  the  sewerage  system 
and  to  the  works  agreed  by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  were  carried 
out  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  this  has  made  available  mean  sewerage 
facilities  to  several  attractive  building  sites  in  the  Quarry  Bank  area. 
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GLOSET  CONVERSIONS  —  Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  47  (iv) 

The  Council  has  continued  its  efforts  to  reduce  the  pail  conservancy 
system  by  the  operation  of 

!•  Grants  of  one  half  the  approved  reasonable  cost  for  connection 
of  properties  to  public  sewers.  Assistance  in  this  respect  is 
made  under  Section  47  (iv)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  19%; 

2,  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  problem  is  not  lost  sight  of  when 
applying  aid  by  way  of  - 

(a)  Standard  Grant;  or 

(b)  Discretionary  grant. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  the  near  future  some  280  premises,  at  present 
served  by  pail  closets,  will  be  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  as  and 
when  sewers  are  available  in  the  parishes  of  Bos  took,  Sproston,  Comberba,ch, 
Acton,  Oakmere  and  Delamere. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 


The  scheme  of  incentive  bonus  to  employees  which  was  introduced  during 
last  year  has  now  been  enlarged  to  include  the  vehicles  working  on  the  country 
rounds.  This  again  has  involved  the  detailing  of  all  the  premises  from  which 
refuse  is  collected  and  certain  minor  adjustments  made  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
these  vehicles  are  manned  by  a  smaller  number  of  men  than  those  on  the  inner  ring. 

We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  a  large  sand  quarry  in  the  Sandiway  area 
for  use  as  a  controlled  tip  and  although  major  works  were  necessary  to  construct 
adequate  road  ways  and  entries  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Planning  Authority,  we 
now  have  a  most  satisfactory  tip  which  should  provide  us  with  adequate  facilities 
for  some  years  to  come. 

Our  tipping  site  at  Wincham  is  rapidly  becoming  full  and  negotiations 
will  have  to  commence  for  either  extension  of  this  land  or  a  new  site  surveyed.

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The  International  Bulldozer  has  proved  of  great  assistance  in 
controlling  these  quite  large  and  scattered  tips. 

The  Municipal  bin  hire  scheme  has  this  year  become  the  main  method 
by  which  persons  are  providing  themselves  with  satisfactory  refuse  containers 
and  258  bins  were  issued.  This  shows  a  drop  from  last  year  but  a  regular 
check  is  kept  on  the  condition  of  dustbins  in  use  in  the  area  end  the 
appropriate  notices  served  on  all  persons  whose  bins  do  not  comply  or  are 
defective.  Dustbins  may  be  provided  by  two  methods;  either  (a)  the  persons 
concerned  may  purchase  a  bin  outright  from  the  Authority  at  a  cost  of  (at  the 
present  time)  thirty-nine  shillings,  or  (b)  request  the  Authority  to  supply 
a  regulation  bin  under  the  terms  of  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
1936.  An  annual  charge  of  7/6d  is  made  which  is  then  recovered  with  the 
General  Rate.

Clearance  work  on  isolated  premises  has  been  carried  out  on  a  time  and 
labour  basis.  This  was  executed  for  the  sum  of  £31  which  was  recovered  from 
the  persons  responsible. 


The  Operative,  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  also  carried  out  the  annual  10 fto  baiting  and  treatment  of  sewers 
involving  411  operational  visits.  This  again  showed  that  most  of  the  sewers 
were  free  fron  infestation* 


The  permanent  baiting  points  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  also  received 
regular  attention.

There  have  been  no  particular  areas  of  infestation  which  have  caused  any 
great  problems,  nor  have  there  been  any  cases  which  have  required  the  Department 
to  carry  out  prolonged  or  detailed  inspections.  Infestation  in  dwellinghouses 
has  mainly  been  in  the  cavity  and  ceiling  spaces  which  have  without  fail  been 
traced  to  defective  drainage  systems  or  access  to  the  house  being  via  unsatis¬ 
factory  reinstatement  of  walls  where  services  enter. 

The  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  attended  a  course  of  Instruction  given  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  during  1962.

CilMPING  SITES

CANAL  BOATS 


Very  few  canal  boat  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Trade  on  the  canal  has  decreased  and  in  consequence  the  traffic  has  been  small* 

However,  the  Fleet  Office  at  Anderton  still  requested  the  Department  to 
inspect  boats  to  certify  repairs  carried  out  in  accordance  with  notices  served 
by  other  reparian  authorities. 

Whilst  the  fleet  of  narrow  boats  used  in  the  area  is  based  at  Anderton 
none  of  these  boats  are  registered  by  this  Authority.  They  are  mainly  used 
in  the  conveyance  of  heavy  materials  from  the  Manchester  Docks,  the  Weaver 
Docks  at  Weston  Point  and  the  local  Chemical  Works,  to  the  Midland  industrial 
sites. 


Most  of  the  crews  of  the  boats  are  of  Midland  origin  and  have  not 
approached  this  Council  for  housing  accommodation  when  becoming  redundant  or 
wishing  to  come  ashore. 

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 


35  Hairdressers  and  Barbers  are  licensed  by  the  Council  under  the 
Cheshire  County  Council  Act  and  your  Inspectors  have  made  47  visits  to  these 
premises  during  the  year.  Satisfactory  standards  of  cleanliness  have  been 
maintained .

MILK 

Close  liaison  exists  between  this  Department  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  in  the  control  of  milk  supplies 
within  the  area.  There  are  37  premises  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations. 

210  samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Health  Department  during  the  year* 
Only  7  of  these  samples  were  unsatisfactory  and  on  further  re-sampling  of  the 
supplies  the  results  were  satisfactory. 
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On  two  occasions  during  the  year  notices  were  served  by  a  neighbouring 
Authority  on  a  dairy  requiring  the  pasteurisation  of  all  milk  received  from 
a  farm  in  this  district,  because  it  had  been  found  to  be  infected  with  Bruoella 
Abortus  organisms. 

This  is  an  extremely  difficult  disease  to  eradicate  from  a  herd,  and 
although  this  was  attempted  following  the  receipt  of  the  first  notice,  the  farmer 
on  the  second  occasion  undertook  to  secure  the  pasteurisation  of  all  milk  produced 
on  his  farm. 

Raw  milk  is  regularly  sampled  by  the  County  Council  and  your  MedicaJL  Officer 
•f  Health  is  informed  of  the  results.  If  there  is  evidence  of  infection 
immediate  steps  are  taken  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies.  However, 
until  there  is  a  national  scheme  for  the  eradication  of  Brucellosis  in  cattle 
there  is  an  every  present  risk  of  this  infection  in  a  herd.  Whilst  one  oan 
ensure  that  milk  is  free  from  tuberculosis  by  tuberculin  testing  the  herds,  the 
only  way  at  present  for  the  consumer  to  be  sure  that  the  milk  he  drinks  is  free 
from  infection  with  Brucella  organisms  is  to  drink  milk  that  has  been  pasteurised. 

ICE-CREAM  (HBAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS.  1947/52 


Regular  visits  were  paid  to  the  premises  of  the  one  manufacturer  of  ice¬ 
cream  registered  by  the  Authority  and  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  has  been 
maintained  in  both  the  factory  and  the  vans  operating  within  the  district. 

Three  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory 
for  examination.  All  proved  to  be  Grade  1. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  five  slaughterhouses  authorised  in  the  Council's  area  were  re-licensed 
on  the  1st  January  after  due  inspection  by  the  Department  and  the  Ministry 
Veterinary  Service. 

All  meat  slaughtered  in  the  five  premises  was  inspected  by  your  Inspectors 
and  this  work  continued  to  entail  some  six  hours  of  overtime  per  week.  A  total 
of  1,066  visits  were  made  to  these  slaughterhouses  and  20,978  carcases  wore 
inspected  and  4,154  lbs.  of  meat  condemned. 

The  disposal  of  condemned  meat  was  closely  supervised  and  the  arrangements 
for  its  removal  are  in  the  hands  of  Smith  Bros,  of  Hyde  and  Warburtons  of 
Altrincham  for  processing  as  fertilizers  or  bone  meal.

CHESHIRE  FARM  FARE 

Cheshire  Farm  Fare  Limited  have  now  opened  a  Poultry  Dressing  Station 
in  the  parish  of  Oaknere  where  table  birds  are  dressed  and  produced  as  either 
frozen  or  oven  ready  birds.  The  Department  gave  a  great  deal  of  advice  to 
the  owners  of  this  slaughterhouse  during  the  building  and  initial  stages  of 
its  development.  The  transport  of  live  birds  to  the  factory  has  been  a 
source  of  some  enquiries  and  the  R.S.P.C.A.  gave  assistance.  All  enquiries 
made  have  proved  to  both  the  Authority  and  the  R.S.P.C.A.  that  the  Operators 
take  all  reasonable  care  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  cruelty. 

SLAUGHTERMEN 

The  Council  issued  34  licences  to  competent  slaughtermen  in  order  that 
they  might  use  recognised  humane  killers.  A  Slaughterman^  Licence  nay  only 
be  granted  to  nen  declared  to  be  fit  and  proper  persons  over  the  age  of  18. 

PULTON  PARK 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  catering  facilities  and  sanitary 
accommodation  at  all  major  race  meetings  held  at  the  Circuit  and  to  this  end 
the  Department  carried  out  a  cleansing  service  at  the  request  of  the  caterers 
and  the  track  operators.

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SECTION  VIII 

CLEAN  AIR 


The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  Clean  Air  Society  and  much  useful 
information  is  gained  from  this  source. 

The  major  single  source  of  air  pollution  is  the  large  chemical  works 
situated  in  an  adjoining  Urban  District,  and  a  close  liaison  exists  between 
this  Department  and  that  District  over  this  natter. 

The  Council  operates  a  Byelaw  under  Section  24,  Clean  Air  Act,  1956, 
which  provides  that  - 

107 A.  -  (l)  There  shall  be  provided  in  a  new  building  (except 
in  so  far  as  heating  is  provided  by  furnaces  to  which  section  3  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  applies)  only  such  appliances  for  heating  or  cooking 
as  are  suitably  designed  for  burning  any  of  the  following  fuels,  namely;- 

(a)  gas, 

(b)  electricity, 

(c)  coke,  or  anthracite 

or  are  appliances  of  a  description  exempted  conditionally  or  unconditionally 
from  the  provisions  of  section  11  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  (which  relates 
to  smoke  control  areas)  by  any  order  for  the  time  being  in  force  under  sub¬ 
section  (4)  of  that  section.
